This important point has assumed a 
considerably greater significance since 
the departure of Senator Aldrich on 
his apostolic visit to the W est in the 
interest of a central bank, accompa­ 
nied by an assistant secretary of the 
treasury and the director of the mint. 
who was lately one of Mr. Aldrich’s 
coadjutors In the monetary commis 
Bion work. 
The presence of these two men with 
Mr. Aldrich, and the fact that their 
action in accompanying him on the 
expedition is known to the administra­ 
tion, is being taken here as good evi­ 
dence that the administration is, just 
as has been supposed, in strong sym­ 
pathy with the central bank plan.

maintain that the Warriner defalca­ 
tions are far in excess of the sum 
mentioned by Vice President Harris 
of the New' York Central and that 
they may exceed $1,000,000, and may 
possibly roach $2,000,000. 
According to Prosecutor Hunt there 
is a perfect case against both Warri­ 
ner and the man who, it is claimed, 
was tile chief participant in the profits 
of the embezzlement. 
As far as the 
two women mentioned are concerned, 
both Mr. Hackney and Mr. Hunt in­ 
sisted that they had as yet no evi­ 
dence to incriminate them.

Search for the murderer is being 
made by 
members of the sheriff’s 
force, hut the clews are few and up 
to the present the mystery has com­ 
pletely baffled the officers. 
Harding’s body was found on the 
ranch of Professor J. W. Dale, about 
two miles north of this city. 
Profes­ 
sor Dale was making a tour of his 
property and came upon the body, 
badly decomposed, lying on one of 
the high hills just outside of his pas­ 
ture fence. 
Coroner Peterson was called from 
Glasgow. 
It 
was 
found 
that 
the 
wound which caused the young man’s 
death had been made with a long, 
sharp instrument, undoubtedly a sti­ 
letto, which penetrated the heart. 
It 
is believed that the youth was not 
killed where the body was found, hut 
that it had been carried there from 
some distance. 
He had apparently 
been dead three or four weeks. 


KILLED AT SOUTH ST. PAUL 


Unknown Shipper Crushed to Death 
by a Car. 
St. Paul, Nov. IO.—Caught between 
a loading chute and a car, the body 
of an unidentified shipper was found 
In the South St. Paul stock yards. 
There was nothing In his clothing to 
show who he was, and the police are 
seeking to identify him through tho 
shipments which he had made to the 
yards. 
The man arrived on a late train 
with two or three cars of sheep which 
he brought to the stock yards. 
It is 
not known how he got caught, hut it 
is supposed that he was trying to 
climb up the loading chute and fell 
Just as an engine came along and set 
the cars in motion. 
His body was still warm when it 
was discovered by one of the yard 
men. 
The victim was badly crushed, 
many of his ribs being broken. Death 
was probably instantaneous. 


HYPNOTISTS’ 
EFFORTS VAIN 


Fail to Bring the Dead Man 


Back to Lite. 


WEIRD SCENE IN A MORGUE 


First One Hypnotist and Thsn Anoth­ 


er Tries to Revive Man Placed in a 


Trance 
by 
“ Professor” 
Everton*. 


Latter in Jail on a Charge of Man*

Victim Was Not Dead When Au­ 


topsy Was Performed. 


Somerville, N. J.. Nov. IO.—While 
Arthur 
Everton, 
self-styled “profes­ 
sor” and traveling hypnotist, sobbed 
in his cell, three calm medical men 
witnessed a weird performance in the 
morgue of the Somerville hospital. 
There William E. Davenport, secre­ 
tary to the mayor of Newark and a 
student of hypnotism, vainiy tried to 
bring back signs of life in the rigid 
body of Robert Simpson, a former 
street car conductor of Newrark, wha 
apparently died after having been put 
into a hypnotic trance by Everton be­ 
fore a large audience at the Somer­ 
ville theater. 
Davenport failed, Simpson was de­ 
clared officially dead and an autopsy 
was held. 
Meanwhile, 
charged 
with 
man­ 
slaughter, unnerved and shaken, Ever­ 
ton remains in prison, where ho must 
await the action of the grand jury as 
a sequel to a stage trick familiar 
throughout this country and abroad. 
It was at the piteous insistence of 
Everton, while in jail, after his in­ 
effectual attempts to revive Simpson, 
that Davenport, a friend of Everton, 
came into the case. 
Notwithstanding 
the declarations of physicians that 
Simpson was dead, Everton pleaded 
that Davenport be allowed to revive 
him. 
Accordingly, 
the autopsy was 
postponed and the student of hypno­ 
tism was summoned. 
Simpsons 
body, 
covered 
with 
a 
black cloth, lay in the morgue at the 
hospital, when Davenport arrived. Ile 
came in silently and in the presence 
of Dr. W. H. Hong, county physician: 
Dr. 
Charles 
H. 
Halstead 
and 
Dr. 
Francis McConaughey Immediately be­ 
gan his attempt to revive the unfor­ 
tunate man. 
First he felt of che body 
to detect any possible heart beat; 
failing in this, he placed his ear- on 
the victim’s 
chest. 
Then, 
invoking 
the power of suggestion, he spoke in 
the dead man’s ear. 


Efforts Proved Futile. 
i 
“Bob,” he said, “Bob, your heart ae- 1 
tlon—your heart action—your heart. [ 
action is beginning. 
It is beginning.” j 
Slowly and dramatically Davenport 
repeated this in the ear, then, chang­ 
ing his tone of voice to an imperious 
command, he cried 
sharply. 
“Boh! 
Bob; Can’t you hear me? 
Your heart 
is beginning to beat. 
Your heart Is 
beginning to beat.” 
Again and again 
he repeated this assurance to the in­ 
animate form, while the medical men 
looked grimly on. 
Net a muscle of 
the body stirred and there was abso­ 
lutely no sign of animation. 
Again Davenport changed his meth­ 
ods. 
Leaning over 
Simpson’s right 
ear, he spoke confidentially: “Oh! I 
say, Boh,” he said in quiet, conversa­ 
tional tone; “look, your heart is be­ 
ginning to beat.” 
He repeated this 
soothingly time after time, hut with­ 
out effect. 
Then he admitted Simp­ 
son was dead. 
Edward Pelham, another hypnotist, 
playing at another theater, was called 
In to aid. 
He did all he could do to 
revive Simpson, but gave up the fight 
and said the subject was dead. 
Simpson, the victim, was thirty-five 
years of age and was accustomed, it 
is said, to drinking heavily. 
It Is gen­ 
erally admitted that he was intoxi­ 
cated during the test. 
No relatives 
have appeared to claim the body. 
Everton has employed counsel aud 
will fight the case. 
It has been sug­ 
gested that he will make the novel 
plea that the man was still alive when 
the autopsy was performed, citing va­ 
rious cases of suspended animation 
as proof of this.

PRACTICE OF 0VERL0ANING 


Controller 
Murray 
Predicts 
Banks 
W ill Soon Abandon It. 
Washington, Nov. IO.—Lawrence O. 
Murray, 
controller of the 
currency 
and in charge of the supervision of 
the 7.026 national banks in the Unit­ 
ed States, has received a sufficient 
number of responses to his recent 
order forbidding overloans in these 
Institutions to make the prediction 
that the practice of overloaning soon 
will be a thing of the past, and that 
it never will be reA ived. 
Since Mr. Murray became controller 
of the currency he has inaugurated 
one reform- atter another, or, rather, 
has Insisted upon a strict compliance 
with the law on the part of bank offi­ 
cers and directors and his campaign 
has resulted in the correction of many 
abuses that had crept into the admin­ 
istration of the affairs of individual 
hanks. 
Three years ago the abuse of the 
loaning privilege was most flagrant. 
Figures compiled by Mr. Murray show 
that in 1906, for instance, 56 per cent 
of the national banks overloaned to 
favored clients. 
In 1906, the present emergency law 
was passed. 
Under its provisions tho 
Smit of a loan to a single borrower is 
TO per cent of the capital and surplus, 
not exceeding, however. 80 per cent 
of the b an k s capital. 
Prior to tho 
enactment of the present law, the 
limit on a single loan was IO per cent 
of the bank's capital, and the disre­ 
gard of this provision of the law was 
very general. 
Those violations were 
confined to no particular section of 
the country. 
Following 
the 
enactment 
of 
the 
new law, the proportion of banks mak­ 
ing excess loans to single borrowers 
was reduced in a very short time to 
28 per cent. 
There was a still further 
and gradual reduction in the months 
following, 
until 
the 
proportion 
of 
hanks overloaning was reduced to be­ 
tween 13 and 15 per cent at the time 
Mr. Murray issued his order for a 
strict compliance with the law. 


Mistakes In Use of W ords. 
If use can make authority iu the em­ 
ployment of words it is high time that 
certain etymologically misused phrases 
of our English tongue should be adopt­ 
ed into the family of orthodoxy. 
The 
word “necessity” is habitually used as 
the equivalent of “necessary,” instead 
of being its direct opposite. 
A man 
says: “I do not care for the luxuries 
of life if I have the necessities,” when 
probably he has the “necessities” in 
calamitous abundance. 
Quite as com­ 
mon a blunder is the confusion be­ 
tween the words “expect” and 
‘sus­ 
pect.” 
A man says: “There is a knock 
at the door. 
I ‘expect’ that is the tax 
collector.” 
He should say, “I 
have 
been expecting the tax collector aud 
suspect that is he.”—Boston Transcript. 


LOWER RATES ARE FAVORED 


Treasury Department Accepts Bottom 
Duties in Case of Disagreement. 
Washington, 
Nov. IO.—Under the 
administration 
of Secretary 
of the 
Treasury MacVeagh, the customs offi­ 
cials 
are 
interpreting 
classification 
questions arising under the new tariff 
in favor of lower duties rather than 
higher ones. 
This is a distinct de­ 
parture from the policy that long pre­ 
vailed in the treasury department. 
Secretary MacVeagh takes the view 
that the present law was downward 
revision in theory. 
His own leanings 
are also toward moderate duties. 
It 
is supposed that President Taft takes 
the same view, that in case of uncer­ 
tainty it is better to give the public 
the benefit of the doubt. 


BOTH SHIPS SUNK 


IN A COLLISION 


TAFT IN NORTH 
CAROLIN.. 


Only Two Members of the 


Crews Saved. 


New 
York. 
Nov. 
IO.— Two 
ship­ 
wrecked callers came into port after 
having been in ore of the most tragic 
wrecks that has ever 
taken place 
along the American coast. Six of their 
comrades went down with their ves­ 
sel. while they w’ere working at the 
pumps, and the vessel with which 
they collided, a four-masted schooner, 
supposed to he the Morrill C. Hart of 
Thomaston. Me., carrying presumably 
about ten souls on board, went to 
the bottom a few seconds later. 
The men who arrived here were 
members of the crew of the barken­ 
tine John S. Bennett. 
She carried a 
cargo of coal and was bound from this 
port to Halifax. 
She was off Block 
island when the accident occurred. 
The two members of the crew of the 
Bennett were rescued by the schoon 
er William Jones. Captain James Bul­ 
lock, lumber laden, hound from Stock­ 
ton Springs, Me. 
She appeared short­ 
ly after the collision took place and 
saw the sinking form of the Ben­ 
nett and tacked about and came near 
her. 
Those on hoard shouted to her, 
but before she could launch a boat 
the barkentine plunged downward In­ 
to the 
depths. 
The last that was 
heard from those on board the Ben­ 
nett was a cry that came through the 
night: “Save us. 
We are sinking.” 
The small boat of the William Jones 
moved about among the wreckage and 
drifting timbers, and when it seemed 
hopeless that any one could possibly 
remain afloat found a broken dory 
with two men clinging to the side. 
They were Filipino sailors, R. Valeri- 
ca and Dona Fillino. 
They were tak­ 
en in an exhausted condition back 
to the William Jones and cared for. 


Tw o Young Men Drowned.

Over tw enty years ago the w riter 
read an article by the late Rev. E d­ 
w ard Hale in which he said: 
“ The 
savings of the rich are nothing, as 
compared with the w astings of the 
poor.”

girls.

The two 
girls were talking of cooking receipts. 
The second girl was telling of a cake 
she made that day in which she used 
seven eggs. 
The other replied th a t 
the receipt her m other used took but 
one and made a good cake.

versation was typical of the differ­ 
ence in planning of the expenditure 
of the income. 
The mechanic e a rn ­ 
ing $4 per day often wonders how 
his helper, who gets $2 has paid for 
a home and has money to loan. 
He 
lays it to luck. 
It is easy to lay our 
own failures to luck. 
It is easy to 
see where the other fellow made a 
mistake, but it is hard to adm it th a t 
we have made m istakes; th a t we have 
foolishly appropriated our income. 
Much of this comes from the de­ 
cadence of the old fashioned a rt of 
going w ithout. 
Occasionally we will 
find a family who possesses it, and 
almost invariably we find them in 
comfortable circumstances.

Railroads, as well as other adver­ 
tisers, are coming to a realization 
that the only legitimate advertising 
the noly advertising that brings re­ 
turns, is that in daily and weekly 
newspapers and periodicals published 
at least once a month. 
All western and northwestern rail­ 
roads after Jan. I, will cease to ad­ 
vertise in score cards, circulars, pro­ 
grams and other special publications. 
The western railroads have adopted 
the attitude toward advertising that 
has been observed for some time by 
the railroads belonging to the Trunk 
Line association. 
The railroads have been plunged 
into frequent squabbles 
over 
the 
ethics of advertising and the new rul­ 
ing will harmonize this feature of the 
railroad bus!nes. 
“One of the most peculiar features 
of this decision of the railroads,” said 
a Duluth passenger traffic man yes­ 
terday, “is the derision not to adver­ 
tise in publications appearing less 
often than once a month. 
Railroads 
realize that one advertisement is not 
sufficient. 
They must keep everlast­ 
ingly at it and with frequency. That 
is why most railroad advertising is 
done in the daily newspapers.”— Du­ 
luth News Tribune.
